Our plans to offer CD Rom access at the 
branch and a small CD collection for loan have, 
obviously, had to be put on hold. 

If anyone saw or heard anything during the 
evening/night of Monday 18th November in or 
around the Library in Gladeside could they please 
make a report to the police. The police are unable 
to investigate the crime unless they have some 
information to begin with. With this in mind we 
would like to make a plea to ALL Bar Hill resi- 
dents to report ANY suspicious behaviour in the 
future to the police.

December Wildlife 
"Of all the trees that are in the 
wood, the holly bears the crown" 
ane Only the female holly tree bears 
ibildlife the bright red berries which are so 
WUE much a part of traditional 
CAMBRIDGESHIRE|Christmas decorations. As one of 
Britain's few native evergreen trees, the holly's 
leaves and berries were almost certainly used as a 
winter decoration in pre-Christian times. 

Being thick, with a waxy surface, the leaves 
resist water loss and last up to 4 years on the tree. 
Sharp spines on the lower leaves protect them 
frombrowsing animals, whilst the upper leaves are 
spineless. The holly is certinly an enduring tree that 
knows how to take care of itself. No wonder it 
"bears the crown"!

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Nature Reserve 

Hi again, 

Since last month, the person 
or persons involved in the 
‘trashing’ of the notice board at 9ay%m 
the Nature Reserve have still 
not come forward, but then should we have expect: 
ed them to? The latest thing is for them to get as 
much wood as possible (be it wooden pallets, fence 
posts, fence rails, or the small wooden seats that | 
put in several years ago, anything) and use it to 
build a den! The newest one is in the blackthorn 
hedge between the Reserve and the Dry Drayton 
bridleway, but please, come on lads, don't destroy 
all the fences and seats at the Reserve, they are 
there for a purpose. 

On a lighter note, I have just recently been pick- 
ing some sloes from the blackthorn bushes to make 
that most agreeable and stomach warming drink, 
sloe gin. The recipe I have been using is : 

Take one pound of sloes (that have, traditionally, 
had a first frost on them). Crush them and put them 
in a plastic bottle (I use a tonic water bottle). Pour 
in three ounces of granulated sugar and one bottle 
of gin. Leave for about two months, open at 
Christmas and you have a superb drink ! (A friend 
recently told me about making this with vodka 
instead of gin, so I have, and I'll let you know what 
it's like later!)

Quite a 
mouthful, eh, but they are all present in the 
hedgerows, and whilst walking across the field, I 
put up some 11 Skylarks, which are in serious 
decline, but not in the Bar Hill area.
